Even though the Cucamonga Teen Challenge Center (a drug rehabili- 
tation and counseling center) has been in the community since 1966, 
the institution and its work is still unknown by many residents, 

Even since 1963 when Reverend David Wilkerson, acountry preacher 
from Philipsburg, Pennslyvania, published his best selling paperback 
book, ‘““‘The Cross and the Switchblede”’ about preaching to New York 
City’s street gangs, the Teen Challenge movement has been active 
throughout the world, When Cliff Morrison, an egg farmer in Cuca- 
monga, read the book he saw the need to start a program locally to 
help drug addicts and purchased the house in Cucamonga at 9895 San 
Bernardino Rd,, which is now the Teen Challenge Rehabilitation Cen- 
ter fdr men in Southern California, 

There are currently eight Teen Challenge programs operating 
throughout the state, The center in Los Angeles is a rehabilitation 
center for women and the other six are drug education and preven- 
tion centers, In September the organization bought Benedict Castle in 
Riverside and renamed it ‘‘Crossroads Castle,”" It’s used as a finish- 
ing school for ex-addicts who’ve graduated after 90 days from the

The various centers are rotally financed by contributions from indi- 
viduals, churches and businesses, |.ocal businesses frequently con- 
tribute food and other services, 

Fort said Teen Challenge Centers have better than a 60 percent suc- 
cess rate as compared to federal institutions for drug rehabilitation 
in which only half of one percent of the former addicts stay free ol 
drugs when they leave the institution, 

Teen Challenge centérs are definitely part of the “Jesus Revolu-

Can bathing ever recapture 
ur and glory a one 


or the haapebpuiie era in France? 
it seems the answer is yes. 

Except for the privileged few, 
until about 50 years ago, most 
Americans did not have indoor 


bathrooms, In the 1920s and 
*30s, the ‘in house’ haven be- 
came commonplace, but what a 


grim, stark place the early bath- 
room was, Charm was unknown, 
Bathrooms were functional 
-- period, Within the past 15 
years, sweeping improvements 
have taken place, 

AS bathrooms become more 
attractive, it’s natural for peo- 
ple to want to spend more time 
in them, And, as American wo-= 
men are finding out, one of the 
best places to kill a few hours 
(yep. It’s better than the soap 
Operas) is in a deep, steaming 
modern bathtub, 

Ten years ago, soft water was 
the biggest news in the wild, 
wet world of tub dwellers, Prog- 
ress has brought them along way 
from that. Now women can buy, 
or get instructions on making, 
‘pochettes’ =~ little cheesecloth 
envelopes filled with herbs, 
Frenchwomen have been hang-

By 1890, the ‘soap bath’ was 
still considered a novelty inEur- 
ope and America, and books were 
available to instruct the bather 
how to correctly go about it. 

Whatever, it’s possible for the 
modern tub-oriented woman to 
sate herself in soapsuds, some 
of which might even taste good, 

One thing, Ms’ =~ after lol- 
ling restfully in a deliciously- 
scented bathtub for three to five

In the South Coast Alr 
Basin, where photochem- 
ical amog has been a 
recognized problem for 
about 25 years, total 
emissiona of hydrocar- 
bone from motor vehicles 


a in 1965 at about 
500 tona per day, 
fiecause of the State's 


pioneering efforts at ve- 
hicle emission control 
and ita increasingly 
atringent emission stand. 
arda, hydrocarbon emis- 
gion from vehicular 
sources inthe South Coast 
Air Baain have been re- 
duced about 25 percent, 
and are now eatimated at 
approximately 1900 tons 
per day, despite the fact 
that there are about one- 
third more vehicles on 
the road today than in 
1960, 

With the iImplementa- 
tion of even tougher new 
car controla in the future 
and with the recently 
adopted used car exhaust 
control program imposed 
in addition to the long- 
established used car 
crankcase emission con- 
trola#, total vehicular hy- 
drocarbon emissiona in 
the South Coaat Alr Basin 
are expected to drop to 
1200 tona per day by 1975 
and to only 650 tone per 
day by 1980, a total de- 
crease of almoat 75 per- 
cent, 

Carbon monoxide 
emissions have decreas- 
ed in amounts paralleling 
the gains in hydrocarbon 
controls, bur the third 
major air pollutant in 
Southern California, oxi- 
dea of nitrogen (NOx), has 
increased in recegt years 
and ia near ita peak right 
now, It is expected to de- 
crease as the number of 
vehicles with oxides of 
nitrogen exhaust controls 
(1971 and later models) 
on the highways increas- 
es, older cara are phased 
out and pre-l971 ve- 
hicles become equipped 
with retrofit NOx contro! 
devices, 

California’s efforts to 
reduce air pollution have 
long emphasized motor 
vehicle emission control, 
because cara and trucks 
contribute most of the 
amog-Causing pollutants 
to the air, (Hydrocar- 
bons and oxides of nitro- 
gen react in sunlight to 
produce photochemical 
smog.) 

The recommendations 
reflect the belief of the 
task force that the key 
operation in any program 
to reduce motor vehicle 
emissions through main- 
tenance or inspection is 
properly performed 
maintenance, 

Measures proposed by 
the task force would re- 
quire that vehicles be ad- 
justed to settings design- 
ed for emission control 
and would outlaw devia- 
tions from specifications, 

Although the task force 
did not recommend man- 
datory annual inspection 
at this time, the report 
urges expansion of the 
random roadside inspec- 
tion and testing now con- 
ducted by the California 
Highways Patrol, contin- 
uation of the program 
which requires a certifi- 
cate of compliance to 
Smog Control laws be ob- 
tained prior to a change 
of vehicle registration,
